The president made only this 
brief statem ent: 
“ I do not choose to run for pres­ 
ident in 1928." 
At regular press conference ear­ 
lier Mr. Coolidge had said he would 
have "an announcement to make at 
noon". Xo intimation came from the 
White House a s to what if 
would 
he. 
Indications were that the 
pres­ 
ident had waited until the 
market 
had (dosed in New York so that his 
statement would have no 
influence 
upon the market. 
When 
newspapermen 
assembled 
in his school room office at noon 
he 
said • 
“ Are you all here?" 
The door was locked and Everett 
Sanders, the president’s 
secretary, ‘ 
stood guard there. 
Mr. Coolidge held half 
a 
dozen 
slips of paper in his 
right 
hand. 
They were folded over so that they 
could not he read. 
The newspapermen passed in line 
before him and each received a copy 
of the typewritten statement. 
Air. Coolidge*s face 
was 
drawn 
and serious. lie did 
not 
smile 
to 
newspapermen as he usually 
does. 
When the statements had all 
been 
handed out. the United Press 
cor­ 
respondent asked the president if he 
had anything additional to say. 
He 
merely shook his head. 
Just what prompted the statement 
at this time is problematical. H is 
political position is now as strong 
as it ever has been.
